1942  State  layrs,  pas.sad  .in  regular  and  special  session  are 
covered  iroia  "January  .1  to,  NovcmbGr  ^l.  This  is  believed  to  cover 
all  State  legislation  enacted  or  in  prospect  for  1942,  except 
for  New  Jersey,  where,  th^  legislature  me-ets  sporadically  during 
the  entire  3.'ear, _  and_  Alabaiiia  and  Fisso-ari  "^.^her'e  special  sessions 
were  scheduloa  to  convene,  in  November.      ■    •   •  '

Continuation  of  Lending;  Authority  of  Land  Bank  Commissioner.  Ex- 
tends from.  Juno  1,  1942,  to  July  1,  1943,  the  lending  authority-  of  the 
Lsnd  Bank  Commissioner.     (Public  L?^.t  561,  S.  2508,  approved  June  3.) 

Continuation  of  Reduced  Interest  on  Land  Bank  and  Commissioner 
Loans .  Extends  until  July  1,  1944,  the  reduced  interest  rates  on  Fed- 
eral L^nd  Bank  and  Lrad  Bank  Commiissioner  loans,  and  includes  contract 
and  purchasc-mioncy  miortgage  transactions  not  to  exceed  an  interest 
rate  of  four  percent.  (At  the:tim.c  of  appro -^d-ng  this  legislation,  the 
President  issued  a  statem.ont  favoring  legislation  "to  so  sim.plify  the 
pattern  of  the  system,  as  to  eliminate  its  present, inherent  inefficien- 
cies, and  thereby  relieve  the  Treas^jry  of  the  recurrent  burden  of  these 
unnecessary  costs"  rnd  stating  "'-^.R.  6515  cannot  ...  be  regarded  as 
more  than  a  oalliative . "  (Public  Lavr  629,  H.  R.  5315,  approved  June

Compensation  for  C-razin?  Per  mats  and  Licenses  on  Property  Used 
for  ¥ar  Purposes .  Pro-^/ides  that  "".Thenevcr  use  of  U.S.  property  for  ^rar 
purposes  prevents  its  use  for  grazing,  holders  of  grazing  permits  or 
licenses  cancelled  tccause  of  such  use  shall  be  paid  such  am.ounts  as 
the  department  head  using  the  land  dctcrrrdnes  to  be  fair  and  reason- 
able for  such  losses.     (Piablic  Larr  663,  S.  2599,  approved  July  9.) 

Leases  for  Grazing  and  Agriculture  on  Lands  Grant ed  or  Confirmed 
to  Fcv:  Fcxico,  Grants  the  consent  of  Congress  to  an  fjnendment  to  the 
Ne^"r  ?'-exico  Constitution  providing  a  method  for  executing  leases  for 
grazing  and  agricultural  purposes  on  lands  granted  or  confirmed  to  Nevr 
Mexico  by  the  act  of  Congress  approved  June  20,  19iO.

Amends  the  Soil 
Conservation  and  Domestic  Allotment  Act  to  a'othorize  pa;;m.ents  in  cases 
where  farmers'  crops  are  ecquired^  prior  to  harvest,  in  connection  Yvdth 
the  acquisition  cf  their  farms  for  use  in  the  war --effort,  and  to  pro- 
vide for  division  of  such  pa>nnents  in  the  saiiie  proportion  as  would 
othervfise  be  provided .

Am.endments  to  Agricultural  Ad.justment  Act  of  1958  Regarding  Pea- 
nuts .  Amerds  the  Agricultural  Ad.justr.ent  Act  of  1933  as  follows:  Re- 
defines the  marketing  quota  for  each  farm,  as  being  either  the  normal 
production  or  the  actual  production,  whichever  is  greater,  of  the  farm 
peanut  acreage  allotment*  I'akes  permanent  the  provision  relieving  pro- 
ducers from,  payment  of  the  tax  of  thiree  cents  per  pound,  in  case  of  er- 
rors whereby  excess  pea^nuts  r-re  impro~:::erly  sold  in  the  open  market,  and 
requires  them,  to  pay  only  the  difference  in  the  price  received  in  the 
open  market  and  the  price  which  would  havs  been  received  had  such  pea- 
nuts been  delivered  to  a  designated  agency.  Provides  that  the  desig- 
nated agency  shall  pay  the  producer  the  market  value  of  the  product 
when  crushed  for  oil,  less  estimated  cost  of  handling,  but  not  less 
than  the  price  established  under  the  Steagall  amendmiont  (Public  Law  147, 
77th  Congress).  Ftedefincs  peanuts  so  as  to  include  those  picked  by 
hand  as  well  as  by  mechanical  means.  Sets  up  a  method  of  computing  nor- 
mal yielcs  for  counties  and  farm.s  on  the  basis  of  the  history  of  the 
preceding  five  years.     (Public  Law  632,  H.R.  7157, ' approved  July  9.) 

Am.encment  to  Packers  and  Stock:;/'ards  Act.  Am.ends  the  Packers  and 
Stockyards  Act  so  as  to  a.uthoriae  the  Secretary  to  permit  collections 
by  States  or  livestock  associations  for  inspection  of  brands  on  live- 
stock originatine  in  States  where  brands  are  used  to  identifv  anim.als 
lor  owriership;  to  set  forth  certain  registration  and  tariff-filing  re- 
quirem.ents 3 to  provide  for  determination  of  which  agencj'  vrill  bo  author-' 
iaed  when  more  than  one  in  r.  State  request  author ization^  .and  to  pro- 
vide for  suspension  or  revocation  of  authorizations  and  registrations. 
(Public  Law  615,  F.R.  5204,  a:pproved  June  19.) 

Continuation  of  Federal  Su-TpIus  Ccimiodities  Corporation".  Con- 
tinues until  June  30,  1945,  the  Federal  Surplus  Cor.imoaities  Corporation 
as  an  agency  cf  the  United  States.  (Public  Law  S34,  H.J.  Res.  511,  ap- 
proved June  27.) 

Em.ergency  Price  Control  Act  Amendment.    Directs  the  President,  by  _ 
Ncver.ber  1,  1942,  to  stabilize    prices,  wages,     salaries,  etc.  through 
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any  govcrnnent  agency,  so  far  as  practicable  on  the  basis  of  September, 
15,  1942  levels,  and  to  make  adjustments  to  aid  in  the  yrar  or  to  cor- 
rect gross  inequities.  Prohibits  ceilings  on  farin.  commodities  or  their 
products  below  (1)  parity  or  comparable  prices  or  (2)  'highest  prices 
received  between  January  1  and  September  15,  1942,  adjusted  for  grade, 
location,  and  seasonal  differentials.  Perrndts  the  President  to  correct 
gross  inequities  but  prohibits  this  power  from  being  used  to  establish 
maximum  prices  below  parity  or  comparable  prices.  Requires  modifica- 
tions in  price  ceilings  on  farm,  commodities  or  their  products  where 
necessary  to  increase  production  for  war  purposes  or  where  such  maximum 
prices  will  not  reflect  increased  labor  or  other  costs  incurred  since 
January  1,  1941. 

Requires  a  fair  and  equitable  pr'^fit  margin  to  be  allayed  in  fix- 
ing prices  on  farm  comi?.odities  or  their  products,  and  requires  adequate 
weighting  to  be  given  to  farm  labor.  Prohibits  wage-salary  control  (1) 
inconsistent  mth  Farm.  Labor  Standards  '.ct  or  N^ti^nal  L^bor  Relations 
Act  or  (2)  to  reduce  wages  or  salaries  belOTf  the  hghest  paid  between 
January  1  and  Septer.ber  15,  1942,  except  to  correct  gr'^'ss  inequities 
and  aid  in  the  war.  Provides  that  the  ab^ve  pr^A,m.sii^ns  shall  terminate 
on  June  30,  1944,  ^r  such  earlier  drte  as  Congress  -^r  the  President  may 
determine,  and  extends  the  life  the  Price  Control  Act  to  June  30, 
:1944.  •  Directs  the  C^mn-^dity  Credit  C'^rp'^rati^n  t^  r^ake  loans  available 
on  cotti^n,  7\rheat,  rice,  tobacco,  and  peanuts  harvested  after  December 
31,  1941,  and  within  two  years  after  the  war  ends  (if  producers  have 
n'^t  disapproved  m.arketing  qu-^tas)  as  follows:  (1)  t^^  co'^pcrat'^rs  (ex- 
cept thr^sc  outside  the  commercial  c^rn-pr educing  area  in  the  case  ^f 
c^rn)  at  90  percent  '^f  parityj  (2)  t-^  co^pcrat'^rs  outside  the  c^miier- 
cial  corn-pr^'ducing  area,  in  the  case  '"f  crn,  at  75  percent  of  the 
rate  specified  in  (1)|  and  (3)  t'^  n^nc^operat'^rs  (except  th^se  outside 
the  crrxicrcial  CTn -producing  area,  in  the  case  '-f  c^rn)  at  60  percent 
of  the' rate  specified  in  (1)  and  only  on  so  r.uch  ■~>f  the  c^rc-bdltj  as 
w^uld  be  subject  t^  penalty.  Permits  the  President  to  fix  loans  on  any 
commodity  at  the  present  rate  if  necessary  to  prevent  an  increase  in 
the  cost  rf  lives t'^ck-p^ultry  feed  and  t'^'aid  in  the  war,  (Public  Law 
729,  H.R.  75S5,  approved  October  2.) 

Federal  Meat  Inspection  f -r  Establishments  Selling  to  U.S .  G^vernr- 
ment.  Authorizes  the  Secretary, upon  application  by  intrastate-comi^^erce 
meat-packing  establishments,  to  pro\dde  for  Federal  meat  inspections  at 
such  establishinents,  in  -^rder  to  facilitate  the-  purchase  '^f  meat  and 
'meat  food  products  by  Federal  agencies  during  the  w^ar  emergency.  Au- 
thorizes employment  of  persons  outside  of  Civil  Service  for  carrying 
out  this  program..

—  Soil  HonsGrvation  Copjiiittoc,  Provides  th'^.t-  appropria- 
tions out  01  the  State  Treasury  to  the  State  Soil  Conscrr.ation  Oomnit- 
tec  are  to  be  paid  on  order  of  the  committoG  for  use  in  paying  its  own 
administretive  expenses  and  those  of  the  soil  conservation  districts. 
In  its  biennial  report  to  the  State  Budget  Officor,  the  State  Soil  Con- 
servation CommittoG  must,  in  addition  to  the  requirements  of  existing 
lavY,  strte:  (1)  the  number  .?nd  acreage  of  districts  in  oxistence  or  in 
process  of  or ganization^  (2)  an  estimate  of  the  number  and  probable 
acreages  of  districts  v/hich  may  bo  organized  during  each  of  the  two  en- 
suing fiscal  years,  (5)  a  statement  of  the  balance  of  funds  available 
to  the  comm-ittoe  and  to  the  district,  and  (4)  estima.tes  as  to  the  sums 
needed  for  its  administrative  and  other  expenses  and  for  allocation 
among  the  several  districts  during  each  of  the  two  ensuing  fiscal  years. 
The  supervisors  of  the  respective  soil  conservation  districts  arc  re- 
quired to  respond  to  requests  from  the  State  comrndttoe  for  various 
statements,  estimates,  budgets,  and  other  information,  (Ch.  120,  H.B. 
91,  approved  March  9.) 

Louis iana  —  Exploiting  of  Natural  Resources.      Prohibits  the  com- 
m.issioner  or  any    salaried  employee  of    the  Departmot  of  Conservation 
from  actively  participating  in  the  exploiting  cfthG  State's    natural  re- 
sources for  personal  gain  on  penalty  of  dismissal.

S.  137,  approved  May  23. ) 

New  York  -  Milk  Dealers'  License' Refusal. .  Ai.iends  the- agricul- 
ture and  narkets  law  by  providing  that  the  action  of  the  copjTiissioner 
in  refusing  to  grant  or  re\T.ew  a  nilk  dealer's  license,  or  in  revok- 
ing or  suspending  a  license,  or  in  conditioning  or  Uniting  the  grant- 
ing or  renewal  of  a  license,  nay  be  reviewed  by  certiorari  proceeding. 
(Ch.  355,  S.  Int.  852,  approved  April  3.) 

New  York  -  Milk  -Marketing  in  Eiuergency.  Ancnds  the  public 
health  law  in  relation  to  energency  neasures  to  protect  the  nilk  sup- 
ply by  providing  that  when  in  ■  the  opinion  of  the  connissioner  of 
health  a  nilk  supply  has  been  so  contaninated  as  to  be  potentially 
dangerous  to  health  or  when  the  serious  curtailnent  of  a  supply  is 
threatened  as  a  result  of  accident,  sabotage  or  cneny  action,  he  is 
hereby  authorized  to  enbargo  any  part  of  the  nilk  supply  pending  in- 
vestigation. The  transfer  of  -  nilk  fron  one  plant  to  another  or  fron 
one  nunicipality  to  another  for  pasteurization  and  bottling  and/or  for 
sale  until  conditions  warrant  nornal  operation  nay  be  authorized.  (Ch.

Rliode  Island  -  Marketing  Vegetables  by  vreight,  .  Makes  it  unlaw- 
ful for  any  person,  to  sell  at  retail  any  lima,  fava,  shell,  lYax,  or 
green    snap  beans,  peas,     spinach,  kale,     dandelions  and    potatoes  and 
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such  other  vegetables  of  the  coimnonly  accepted  staple  classes  as  may 
be  determined  by  the  Director  of  Agriculture  and  Conservation,  in  any 
manner  or  measure  other  than  by  weight.  Every  person  violating  this 
act  shall  be  fined  not  less  than  $20  and  not  more  than  $50,  one-half 
thereof  to  the  use  of  the  city  or  -town  #ie're  the  offense  nas  committed 
and  one-half  thereof  to  the  use  of  the  State,  The  enforcement  and 
administration  of  this  act  are  to  be  under  the  jurisdiction  of  the 
Director  of  T^^griculture  and  Conservation.  (Ch.  1202,  S.  137,  approved 
'April  29.) 

South  Carolina  -  Insurance  on  Non- Perishable  Farm  Products. 
Authorizes  the  Commissioner  of  'Agriculture  to  store  cotton  in  the 
State  warehouse  system  without  taking  out  insurance  on  it  Yirhen  the 
cotton  is  submitted  for  storage -by  (a)  the  Commodity  Credit  Corpora- 
tion or  other  U.S.  agency  or  (b)  any  private  firm  or  individual  who 
has  already  provided  for  adequate  insurance.

Urges  the  boards  of  school 
trustees  and  the  boards  of  education  to  reduce  exoer.ditures  to  the 
fullest  extent  to -which .  that  nay  be  done  without  interfering  mth  the 
fundamentals  of  a  sound  educational  program  or  the  teaching  of  required 
subjects  ana  mthout  endangering  teachers'  salaries.  (Ch.  51,  S.C.  R. 
19,  approved  January  20.) 

California  -  Vocational  Training.  Araends  Section  3S3,  School 
Code,  relating  to  the  public  school  system,  hj  authorizing  the  govern- 
ing board  of  axij  high  school  district  or  unified  school  district  to 
provide  for  the  maintenance  on  Saturday  of  special  day  and  evening 
'classes  in  vocational  training  in  connection  vrith  any  program,  of  na- 
tional defense.  No  apportioniiient  from  State,  funds  based  on  average 
daily  at'iendance  ihi  such  special  day  or  evening  classes  shall  be  made 
where  the  total  cost  of  the  .classes  is  borne  by  the  Federal  Government. 
(Ch.  21,  A.B.  54,  approved  February  7lO.  ) 

Kentucky  -  Debt  Adjustment  After  Change  in  District  Boundaries. 
Provides  that  yrhen  any  property  assessable  for  school  purposes  in  one 
school  district  is  .  annexed  .by  or  transferr=-d  to  anothe-r  school  dis- 
trict, the  recipient  district  is  to  assi^r:';  such  part  of  the  indebted- 
ness, if  any,  of  the  other  school  district  incurred  for  school  build- 
ings and  grounds  as  rs  represented  b3^  the  proportion  the  assessed  valu- 
ation of  property  taxable  for  school  purposes  transferred  bears  to 
the  tcta],  assessed  valuation  of  property  taxable -for  school  purposes 
in  the  district  losing  the  territory.  (Ch.  197,  S.B.  192,  not  approv- 
ed.) 

Kentucky  -  Equalizing  Educational  Services.  Provides  for  a 
speci?l  fund  to  equalize  educational  services  in  locrl  school  dis- 
tricts to  be  administered  by  the  superintendent  of  public  instruction 
vrlth  the  '  approval  of. the  Board  of  Educf ticn.  Each  school  district 
which  is  unable  to  raise  $50  per  pupil  e^ach  ;A.ar  by  levying  the  maxi- 
mum school  tax  authorized  shall  receive  payments  from  this  fund  to 
bring  its  revenue  available  for  education  up  to  the  ninimui:i.  (Ch.  17, 
H.B.  2,  approved  February  14.) 

Michigan  -  State  Acirainistration  of  Federal  Funds.  All  funds 
made  available  to  the  State  by  Federal  appropriations  for  vocational 
education  and  vocational  rehabilitation  including  vocational  training 
for  defense  workers,  are  to  be  received  and  adninistered  by  the  State 
Board  of  Control  for  .Vocational  Education.  (Act  7,  approved  January 
.28.  )  '  ■  ■ 

New  Jersey  -  Student  Agricultural  Labor.  Creates  a  commission 
on  student  service  to  regulate  labor  of  minors  in  agriculture  during 
the  present  r.-ar.     (Ch.  23,  S.  104,  approved  March  23.) 
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New  York  -  State  Aid  for  School  Pupil  Transportation.  Araends 
the  education  law  in  relation  to  State  aid  to  school  districts  for 
transportation  of  children  by  providing  that  the  comiissioner  is  to 
pla.n  and  approve  each  bus  route,  make  and  enforce  rules,  standards, 
and-  specifications  regulating  and  controlling  the  capacity, efficiency 
and  equipraont  of  school  busses,  determine  and  define'  the  qualifica- 
tions of  drivers  and  make  rules  and  regulations  governing  the  opera- 
tion of  all  transportation  facilities  used  by  pupils.  (Ch.  916,  ,  A, 
Int.  684,  approved  July  1. ) 

Mew  York  -  Student  /gricultural  Labor.  Authorizes  the  Gomjiiis- 
sioner  of  Education  to  release  pupils  14  years  of  age  or  over  for 
planting  and  harvest  work  during  a  period  not  to  exceed  30  days  in 
any  school  year  upon  the  certificate  of  the  county  agricultural  de- 
fense committee  that  sufficient  adult  lab  or  is  no  t  otherv;ise  avail- 
able. The  Commissioner  of  Education,  in  the  apportionment  of  public 
money,  shall  credit  the  school  district  with  a  day's  attendance  for 
each  day  not  exceeding  30  days,  during  which  each  such  pupil  is  ab- 
sent for  this  work.

These  rents  and  profits  are 
to  be  credited  on  the  anount  due  on  the  Certificate  of  Tax  Sale  and  for 
subsequent  taxes,  assessnents,  or  other  nunicipal  charges,  ''Then  the 
total  aiuount  due  including  all  interest  and  costs  has  been  paid,  the 
lands  shall  be  rodeened.

Provj.des  that  for  the 
purpose  of  securing  cancellation  of  a  tax  sale  certificate,  the  board 
of  arrears  nay  dcternino  the  pjnount  of  taxes  to  be  paid  -when  the  total 
anount  of  taxes,  assessnents,  and  water  rates  or  v/ater  rents  due  on  any 
parcel  of  real  property  affected  by  a  tax  lien  or  tax  sale  certificate 
are  equal  or  in  excess  of  the  assessed  value  of  the  property.  (Ch.  65,

Virginia  -  Release  of  Tax  Liens.     Provides    that  all    liens  upon 
real  estate  for  taxes  due  the  Cor.inonvrcalth  or  any  political  subdivision 
thereof  prior  to  the  first  day  of  January,  1923,  are  released.

ied, (12)  assess  property  of  public  service  corporations  and  require 
reports,  (13)  study  tax  systems  of  othi^r  States  and  counties  to  im- 
prove the  Louisiana  system.,  and  (14)  report  to  the  Legislature  each

Mississippi  -  In.  Lieu  Pajonents  by  T.V.A.  Authoriz';s  the  State

Vallej'  Authority  has  acquired  properties  previously  subject  to  State 
and  local  taxation,  to  receive  pajT.ients  made  b;,^  the  Tennessee  Valley 
Authority  in  lieu  of  taxation'.  Provides  how  such  pa\n.ients  shall  be 
distributed  and  expended  and  that  nunicipa'liti(>s  containing  T.V.A. 
properties  previously  subject  to  taxation,  may  be    paid  their  pro  rata 
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part  of  the  payments  heretofore  received  by  the  State-frora  the  T.V.A,- 
in  lieu  of  taxation.

New  York  -  Subdivision  Ivlaps.  Amends  the  real  property  law  in 
relation  to  the  filing  of  maps  of  subdivided  real  property  by  requir- 
ing that  a  duplicate  copy  of  such  map  shall  be  filed  in  the  office  of 
the  city,  town,  or  village  clerk  where  the  property  is  situated  and  if 
.situated  in  .a  county  maintaining  a  tax  map  department,  a  copy  shall 
also  be  filed  with'  the  department.

Persons 
owning  land  within  a  drainage  district  may,  upon  approval  of  a  major- 
ity of  the  qualified  mombers  of.  a  drainage  board,  "prtitibn  the  co'unty 
court  for  the  removal  of  lands  from  the  drainage  district.  Such  lands 
must  bear  their  proper  share  of  the  debt  service  but  are  free  of  main- 
tenance assessments.

Louisiana  -  €onsolida.ted  Gravit3/  Drainage  Districts.  Provides 
for  the-  creation  of  Tconsolidated  gravity  drainage  districts  upon  the 
adoption  of  a  resolution  by  the  police  jury  of  any  parish.

Consolidated  gravity  drainage  districts  created  under  the  au- 
thority of  this  act  are  declared  to  be  subdivisions  of  the  State. -and 
with  full  poTfer  to  incur  debt  and  issue  negotiable  "  interest  bearing 
coupons  for  the  purpose  of  constructing  gravity  drainage  works.  They 
may  assume  the  outstanding  bonded  debt  and  other  indebtedness  of  the 
respective  -drainage-  districts  included  thr?rein  subject  to  approval  by 
a  m.ajarity.  in  -number  an-d  amount  of  the  qualified  taxpayers  voting  at  a 
regular  or  special  election.     (Act  212,  H.B.  727,  approved  July  10.) 

Louisia.na--  Consolidated  Gravity  Drainage  Districts..  Proposes 
an  am.tindr.u.nt  to  Section  14,  (k).  Article  XIV,  Constitution  of  Louis- 
iana, by  adding  Paragraph  k  (l-a)  which  authori-zcs  the  police  juries 
of  parishes  to  create  consolidated  gravity  drainage  districts  embrac- 
ing rdthin  ' their  boundaries  two  or  more  gravity  fdrainage  districts  and 
any  additional  territory  not  included  vrithin  any  gravity  drainage  dis- 
trict. .  'It  may  also  include  any  part  of  the  territorial  limits  of  a 
parish.--

Gives  Police  Ju-- 
ries  in  the  State  (Parish  of  Orleans'  excepted)  the  right  to  expropri- 
ate land  and  improvements  outside  of  regularly  organized  and  acting 
le.yee  districts,  vrhen  necessary 'to  construct  drainage  canals'  or  drain- 
age projects.

Any  such  lands  where  the  assessments  were>  delinquent  and 
unpaid  whether  sold  and  purchased  by  the  district  or  not,  may  be  re- 
deemed, or  the  drainage  assessments  thereon  may  be -paLid  with  bonds  and 
interest  coupons  issued  by  the  drainage  district  if  the  bonds  and  in- 
terest coupons  are  past  due.     (Ch.  294,  S.B.  59,  approved  February  9. )

New  Jersey  -  Tidewater  Erosion,     Permits    sixth  class  counties 
to  spend  up  to  $25,000  yearly  to  protect    county  roads  from  erosion  by 
tidewater,     (Ch.  198,  S.  158,  approved  May  13.) 

Rhede  Island-  -  Water  Resources  Protectien,  Authorizes  the  Gov- 
ernor to  enter  into  compacts  v/ith  the  G'^vernors  of  other  States  for 
the  protecti-^n  of  water  resources,     (Ch,  1224,  H.  975,  approved  May  5.) 


ZONING  -  PLANNING 


Kentucky  -  Joint  City  and  County  Zoning,    Authorizes  any  city  of 
the  first  class  and  the  county  in  which  such  city  is  located  to  enter 
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into  an  agreement  to  regulate  the  physical  development,  including 
planning  and  zoning,  of  incorporated  and  uninc'^^rporated  territories. 
Provides  for  the  creation  of  joint  city  and  county  planning  and  zoning 
comraissions  and  joint  .city  and  county  boards  of  adjustment  and  appeals, 
and  methods  for  adoption,  recording,  and  enforcement  of  plans,  rules, 
and  regulations.  Prescribes  regulations  for  subdivision  control  a.nd 
the  right  to  keep  pla.nned  streets  free  from  buildings.  (Ch.  176,  S.B. 
167,  approved  March  11.) 

Louisiana  -  Defense  AreaS-.  Authorizes  planning  or  zoning  com- 
missions to  fix  the  location,  extent,  and  '  boundaries  of  defense  areas 
around  militar^^,  naval,  and  industrial  defense  establishments,  to  pre- 
pare interim  zoning  plans  for  defense  areas,  and  to  authorize  the  leg-- 
islative  'body  of  any  municipality,  parish,  or  other  political  subdivi- 
sion to  adopt  interira  Z'-^ning  plans.  (Act  23,  H.B.  52,  approved  July 
5.) 

Ney  Jersey  -  Outdoor  Advertising.  Requires  and  provides  for  the 
issuance  .^f  licenses  and  pf  rmits  for  the  eroction,  use,  and  mainte- 
nance of  billboards,  structures,  and  other  objects  for  outdoor  adver- 
tising and  regulates  their  erection,  use,  and  maintenance,  (Gh.  168, 
approved  May  11. ) 

New  York  -  Post-iffar  Planning  Committee.  Creates  a  temporary 
State  commission  for  post-vr?.r  publiC'  vrorks  planning  consisting  of  the 
Director  of  the  State  Budget,  the  State  Superintendent  of  Public  Works, 
the  Chairman  of  the  State  Council  of  Parks,  the  State  Commissioner  of 
Housing,  the  Director  of  the  State  Bureau  of  Planning,  the  chairman  of 
the  Senate  finance  committee,  the  chairman  of  the  Assembly  avays  and 
means  comraittee,  and  the  chairman,  vice-chairman,  and  counsel  of  the 
NeviT  York  State  joint  legislative  committee  on  industrial  and  labor 
conditions.  '  The  chairman  of  the  commission  is  to  be  designated  by  the 
Governor. ' 

The  duties  of  the  commission  shall  b^:  (a)  to  keep  records  of 
the  progress  of  design  of  railroad  grade  crossing  eliminations,  high- 
Yra.ys,  parkways,  buildings  and  other  structures,  qind  public  housing 
projects,  for  yi^iich  funds  for  detailed  plans  and  specifications  have 
heretofore  been  made  available  to  various  State  departments,  (b)  to 
order,  allot  funds  for, and  keep  records  of  the  progress  of,  the  prepa- 
ration of  plans  and  specifications  for  State  projects  in  addition  to 
the  above  enumerated  projects,  (c)  to  prepare  and  maintain  current 
progress  information  on  the  design  of  post-i/var  projects  by  municipali- 
ties of  the  State,  and  (d)  to  maintain  liaison  mth  Federal  officials 
and  agencies  concerned  ivith  post-war  planning. 


Tiie  members  of  the  coinin1.ssion  :are  .to- receive,  no  compensation  for 
their  services,  but  are  to  be  ,reiJiiburs3Q:  for  -  their  expenses.  The  com- 
mission is  to  continue  ^ontil  July  i,-  1943,  p/hen'  it  is  to  submit  its,  fi- 
nal report  to  the  Governor  and  to  •  the  .Legislature.

South  Carolina  -  County- Plarn.ing.  ,  This  act  provides  for  planning 
and  zoning  in  the  unincorporated-- portions "  of  sucM  counties-  of  the  State 
as  may  contain  a  city  vrith  a  population  of  mor^  -^han  70,000.  The  coun- 
ty board  of  commissioners  has  full  power  to  divicje  the  county  into  dis- 
tricts and  to  prom.ulgato,  extend,  and  aruend  r^  gu\.atir.ns  and  it  may  cre- 
ate county  planning  boards  to  .  assist  in  the  f  oi*i:;ulation  of  plans  and 
ordinances  or  join  tog>'ther  i^rith  other  counti:  3  ii.  forming  a  regional 
planning  board.  The  act  makes  the  usual  provisi»or  for  public  hearings 
and  for  a  board  of  adjustment. 
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Money  nay  be  appropriated  out  of  the  county-  general  fund  to  fi- 
nance the  vrork  of  the  planning  boards  and  the  board  of  adjustnent  and 
to  enforce  regulations.  The  language  of  this  act  closely  follovra  nany 
of  the    other  so-called  "county"  or  "rural"  zoning    lavrs.
